The Sale Tax Grows

According to the report of Stat« 
Treasurer John C. Martin, the State 
of Illinois collect«d $8,225,036 as oc­ 
cupational tax for the month oi 
January. 
This is a high mark for 
monthly totals for this tax, and It 
indicate*; a gradually rising tide of 
this form of taxation. At tlie Janu­ 
ary rate, the collections of sales tax 
during ihe year would reach about 
$100,700,000 for the year. 


When the tax was first imposed 
the yearly total was estimati^ at 
about 175,000,000. This form oi tax­ 
ation was enacted to take the place 
of the real estate taxes for state pur­ 
poses. 
The property tax was only 
$25.000,000, hence the sales tax rules 
from three to four times as much. 
However, one oent for each three cents 
collected as sales tax goes to furnish 
the slate's quota of direct relief iund.'s. 


Tlie sales tajc is still considered a 
‘'piinlese" tax. and no move to re­ 
peal it would probably get far at this 
tune. Citisens would consider them­ 
selves lucky during the next few years 
If the sales tax were even to be re­ 
duced.

Geneva, Switzerland, Jan. 23.—If 
I'm not mistaken, I mentioned once 
th at French politics were complirat- 
ed. T hat wa« when I first arrived in 
France; when I had the firm belief 
th at with a little study and observa­ 
tion the complications would become 
less 
perplexing and 
th a t 
beneath 
them all would appear some sort of 
pattern. 


B ut now. having just left France 
after 'Rltnesslng one 
of 
the 
worst 
“crises” the FVench government has 
had for scsne 
time. 
I ’m 
convinced 
j that French politics are not compll- 
I cated. They are just crazy. 
! 
The crisis was a good example of 
French politics a t 
their 
bestr—and 
funniest. 
Prem ier Chautemps’ gov­ 
ernm ent semed to be progressing as 
smoothly as possible when suddenly It 
ran afoul of Oofnmunist opposition 
and fell. 


There followed a week of scurrying 
around and frantic attempt« to form 
a ne»' government, but none of the 
men called by the president seemed 
able to rally any support. The Left 
parties called the R ight parties all 
sorts of names and the Right parties 
came right back \ylth worse names. 
The whole country seemed to be on 
the .verge of civil war, at least. 


Then, Just as suddenly as the crisis 
had started. It was over. Chautemps 
was again In office with a reshuffled 
cabinet and eveiyone was so happy 
and united th at only one> vote 
was 
cast against the government in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 
The 
Com­ 
munists. who had started the whole 
affair by withdrawing their support 
from the old Chautemps government, 
voted for Uie new government In 
spit« of the lart. th at it 
a little 
farther to the Right than the old. So 
now tJie ^npw government can con­ 
tinue merrUy on its w-ay until there Ls 
another argimient, which may come 
tomorrow, or may not come for a 
! year. 


During the whole period of thr rnsls. 
when the new.spapers were illlecl with 
bad liews about dlsagi-ecment*, the 
Bourse (Stock Exchange) was closed 
to keep the franc.from falling, and 
' pe.'slmist.'i were predicting everything 
from an armed uprising in Paris to a 
general EXirojiean war, the people con­ 
tinued on their way as though nothing 
were happening. French people whom 
I tried to question about the subject 
almost Invariably dismissed it with a 
shrug When I attem pted to convince 
the m anager of my hotel that hLs 
country was in danger, he pointed elo­ 
quently to the street and said, “But 
you don't .««e the people getting excited 
! about It, do you? These crises happen 
j all the time in Frajice.” 


As a m atter of fact, the only persons 
I who were really worried about the sit­ 
uation were the foreigners who weren't 
used to such goings-on In their owti 
countries. In .spite of the lark of any 
formal government, the Internal af­ 
fairs of PYancp kept right on 
n ie 
dependable and premanent bureau­ 
cracy underlying the changeable cab­ 
inet went right on hinctloninij, with­ 
out any noticeable difference 


The labor situation 
al.so 
looked 
grave. Strikes had been in progre.^ for 
some time before the government fell, 
and the short-lived general strike 
which tied iiii Paris for one day Just 
after ChrLstma.s showed th at labor was 
rendy to u.sp it,<; power against the gov- 
ernmeni on .■ 'horL notice. Since the 
labor union.'- In Piaiirr are \ery far to 
the left, it l->egan to look a bit serious 
when the Communi,'*''^ withdrew their 
support from the government 


Then too, there was a rumor cir­ 
culating Which said 
that the 
Com­ 
munists had broken with Chautemps 
and Foreign MinLster Delbos on or­ 
ders from Moscow, because the two 
Frenrh leaders wrrr opposed to re­ 
newing the P'ranco-Soviet pact which 
expires In a short time. 
T hat rumor 
was officially denied, but diplomacy 
being as it Is in Europe, the denial 
was taken by many to mean confir­ 
mation. 


Taken ' as 
a 
whole, 
there 
were 
enough confusing laclors to make it 
seem like serious business when “Le 
Temps", probably the mc^t author­ 
itative newspaper in Paris, began to 
hint darkly of civil war. 
Even up to 
the time the Chamber met to vote on 
Chautem ps new cabinet, no one knew 
just what would happf-n, 
CertalrUy 
there were very few iiooplc who ex­ 
pected the 
overwheiminR 
majority 
which the government did get. 


Unfortunately, the settlement of the 
crisis did not mean the .settlement of 
many of the pressing problems which 
caused the crisis in the first place, 
and the 501 to 1 majority might con­ 
ceivably change overnight. 


“And just what does thi.s l)ic m a­ 
jority mean?" T hat wa.s the question 
I asked-any number of people who are 
familiar with French politics, 
Most 
of them Just gi'lnned and answered, 
"It probably inean,*t that the cabinct 
will fall next week.” 


So there you are. Tt was about that 
time 
that. I 
derided 
finally 
that 
French politics were cra^y 


It Is nearly as hard to tell wliat a 
certain party will do ns it 1.'; to tell 
its purpc«^e from iu name 
With one 
or two 
exceptions, 
the 
names of 
French parlie.s don’t mean a thing. 
The Radical Sociali.'.t.s, for esamplr. 
are neither radical nor Socialist, but 
are very near the center in iwlitical 
grouping. 
The "Rpptiblican.', ol the 
Loft" are far over the Right wing of 
the political .semi-circle. 


Ask a Frenchman what one of the 
dozen or so political parties stands 
for and it Is Ju.st as likely a.s not that 
he will say: “I'm afraid I can't tell 
you. B ut If you find out. let me know, 
will you? I'd like to find out myself,"

Squash Borer Control 


Tha squash borer is tmquestionably the most destructive pest, of 
squashes and pumpkins in New York—as in many other stat»«—and th« 
Nflw York Experiment Station has published a special circular on thia 
pest and its control. The plump oninfe-bodied moths are most numerous 
in July in that territory—and this is tha critical time to combat them. 
Damage is dons by the larga grabs which bore their way through th<i 
stems of the plants and cause the leaves to suddenly wilt The recommend­ 
ed method of control is to apply cither arsenical or nicotine spray to the 
basal four feet of the vines—nearest the roots—under high prps!?ure and 
at timely intervals—during the period when the moths are nyine. Nico­ 
tine costs mora but gives ttie best control as it kills both eggs and larvae. 
Remove the Cockerels 


For many years the poultry experts at our expenment stations hav« 
been telling us to remove the cockerels from the pullet flocks just as early 
as possible—but this Is the first time I ever saw accurate figures on whv 
this should be done. Cornell University tried it out. They found that 
l^eghora pullets weighed 16% more at the age of ."52 weeks when th« 
cockerels were removed at sn early age—that they started to lay about 
20 days earlier on an average—and that the separated cockerels ,n!<io 
frew faster and larger than these raised with pullets. The Philippine 
xperiment Station made the same test—-and with similar results.

Oregon grows all of the common and Hungarian vetch seed-all 
of the Chewinra fescue seed—all of the English and Italian lye grass 
seed—and nearly all of this nation’s seed for bent grass, hairy vetch, Aus­ 
trian winter peas and ladino clover. With increasing success in growing 
many other types of seeds that ara now imported in large quantities, Ore­ 
gon seed growing will probably require several hundred thousand acres 
of land by the end of another decade.

Best Age for Freshening 


If there is one best age for a dairy hciier to drop her fu*8i calf every 
dairy farmer wants to know it In an effort to get sn answer to that vital 
question the Wisconsin Ex^rlmeni! Station want into the back r^ords 
of 40 herds of Wisconsin Holstelns—and the results showed that the best 
lifetime profits were made when heifers freshened with their first calves 
at an age of 22 to 23 months. Heifers calving much younger often failed 
to reach thejr maximum yearly capacity because of being stunted—and 
heifers calving much later lost too many months of production. 
When to Cut Timothy 


Purdue Experiment Station recommends cutting timothy early—and 
that advice is directly in line with the recommendations of other experi­ 
ment stations. Pturdue testa showed that timothy contains almost t^vice 
as much protein when it is cat before it blooms—than it contains when 
cutting is delayed tmtil the heads are fully formed and seed is well de- 
velopea. Most timothy growers know this—and most of them sail lose 
half of the protein by catting too late. Early cutting has two other ad­ 
vantages, too, because it prevents weeds irom going to seed and it 
lengthens the life of the timotl^ stand.

ation may lend up to $211,000,000 as 
its part in the administration’s hous­ 
ing prc^ram. officials of the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation said to­ 
day. 


The RFC created the association— 
the first of its type—yesterday with a 
paid-in capital stock of $10,000.000 
and a paid-in surplus of $1,000,000. It 
wa« empowered to issue debentures up 
to 20 times its capital stock. 


Officials explained that the agency 
was intended to demonstrate the part 
which financial Institutions can play 
in reviving residential construction. 


The association will purchase and 
sell first mortgages insured by the 
Federal Housing administration. 
It 
was designed in part to provide money 
for large-scale projects. 


Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the RFC 
asked for cooperation from builders, 
dealers and workmen, and added: 


“A real building program will In­ 
crease 
employment 
and 
stimulate 
business more, perhaps, 
than any 
other thing that can be done.” 


Jones said the associatidn would 
commence doing business on its cap­ 
ital. issuing debentures for additional 
funds as the demand arose. 


Similar associations may be set up 
by private individuals. Officials said 
the freeing of some private capital in­ 
vested in existing mortgages would b9 
an expected result.

Termites are the most destructive 
.' all wood eating insects. They are 
,metimes referred to as "white ants" 
r "flying ants", but are in no manner 
’lated to the ant family. There are 
iveral types of termites but the sub- 
arranean termites are responsible for 
Tactically all the damage done in 
.ost states of this country. 
They dwell in 
highly 
organlssed 
olonies beneath the surface of the 
¿round. At the head of the colony 
reign a king and a queen, the repro­ 
ductive pair. In each term ite colony 
a small percentage of the young de­ 
velop into potential 
reproductives. 
They grew wings and leave the parent 
in the spring, and often in the fall, in 
swarms to establish new colonies. 


The termites tunnel their way thru 
the ground and build their tubes over 
either exposed or hidden surfaces im- 
tü they make contact with a feeding 
supply of wood. In a building, sup­ 
porting columns In the basement, sill 
beams, floor Joists, floor boards, foot 
uprights, weather boards 
and 
the 
under construction of steps and por­ 
ches are favorite points of attack. If 
a damp condition is present, the like­ 
lihood of attack Is Increased. 


The termites enter the wood, usually 
at an obscure point, and eat their way 
Inside the grain. A thin outside w^all 
of the wood Is left untouched and. as 
the damage prc^esses, the piece be­ 
comes a riddled shdl. 


Scientists have discovered that the 
termites require a certain amount of 
moisture and after 
attacking 
the 
wood In buildings return 
to the 
ground for this moisture. A chemical 
hAs been discovered th at will halt the 
term ite. H iIb chemical is injected in­ 
to the supporting portions 
of 
the 
structure, destroying the termites.
